H annah mills, 

from Dinas Powys, 
won a silver medal 
at the Olympic Games - 
contributing to Wales’ 
biggest-ever haul in sport’s 
greatest festival. 

Hannah and fellow team mem¬ 
ber Saskia Clark took part in the 
470 sailing class at Weymouth. 

Although Hannah, aged 24, 
was “gutted” to have missed out 
on gold, it was one of Wales’ 
record seven medals in an 
Olympic Games. 

Hannah and Saskia crossed the 
finishing line last Friday, August 
10, in second position in the deci¬ 
sive race - with New Zealand 
taking gold. 

People in Dinas Powys can’t 
wait to welcome Hannah and her 
family home. 

At The Star public house in the 
centre of the village, where 
Hannah’s brother Michael once 


served behind the bar, there was 
mounting excitement, as the girl 
from Dinas Powys closed in on a 
medal. 

The Star’s landlord, Michael 
Farrell, said: “We’re looking for¬ 
ward to having a glass of wine 
with the family when they return 
home. 

“It was a big talking point in 
the pub last week, as each race 
took place. 

“It’s a great achievement and 
people in the village are thrilled.” 

The chief executive of the 
Welsh Yachting Association, 
Steven Morgan, said it was aston¬ 
ishing that Hannah and Saskia, a 
relatively new sailing team, had 
achieved so much in a short time. 

“Since the partnership was 
announced in March 2011, they 
have won medals around the 
world on the ISAF Grand Prix 
circuit. To become the World 
Champions and to win an 
Olympic medal in the same year 


is a fantastic achievement!” 

Dr Huw Jones, of Sport Wales, 
said Hannah, who honed her 
skills on Llanishen resevoir, pro¬ 
vided proof that good support at 
grass roots level could lead to 
success in major sporting events. 

“Hannah’s achievements are 
such a boost to sport in Wales, 
particularly female sport, and 
show how hard work and dedica¬ 
tion can take you from sailing at 
the local club to the podium on 
the highest level of all. 

“Hannah, along with Saskia 
Clark, really proved their world- 
class quality with such consisten¬ 
cy during the competition. 

“Coming just hours after Jade 
Jones scooped a historic medal in 
her sport, Hannah’s achievements 
added to the feel-good factor we 
have all embraced.”

NEXT, A STATUE OF 
lOLO IN THE VALE? 


F ollowing last week’s Eisteddfod 
here in the Vale, I wanted to write to 
thank all those involved in planning, 
organising and running such a successful 
national cultural festival. 

It is also important that we secure a local legacy 
on this in the same way as is planned following the 
Olympics. 

Many people from all parts of the Vale and others 
across Whales will have spent years in ensuring the 
Eisteddfod went without a hitch. All should be con¬ 
gratulated on the part they played. 

Local fundraising groups raised £315,000 through 
community initiatives bringing people together from 
all walks of life to celebrate all things Welsh.

Bell tolls for the EU? 


I REFER to the 
response last week 
from John Turner, 
after my letter con¬ 
cerning Cardiff 
Airport was recent¬ 
ly published. 

Surely Mr Turner is 
missing the point, and 
to suggest my wife and 
I should stay in Wales 
and not travel abroad, is 
ridiculous. 

Currently, there are 
over 700,000 passen¬ 
gers from Wales flying 
in and out of Bristol 


Airport every year. 

If one then adds to 
this the thousands of 
other passengers from 
Wales using alternative 
airports like Heathrow, 
Gatwick, Luton, 
Manchester etc, the 
numbers really do add 
up to make Cardiff 
Airport viable. 

There are probably at 
least one million pas¬ 
sengers who could fly 
each year out of Cardiff 
Airport, but don’t, pure¬ 
ly on economic grounds 
(the price of tickets is 
too high) so they 


choose alternative air¬ 
ports. 

A few weeks back, it 
was reported by the 
BBC ’s‘Eye on Wales 
programme’ that the 
Bristol Airport chief 
executive, Mr Robert 
Sinclair, wanted to 
work closely with the 
Welsh Assembly to pro¬ 
mote Bristol Airport as 
the gateway into Wales. 

He said that south 
Wales was very much 
part of the catchment 
area, and he wanted the 
Welsh Government to 
view ''Bristol Airport as 
an opportunity, and not 
a threat”. 

He then went on to 
say that he wanted to 
increase and improve 
the services that they 
provide for the Welsh 
passengers. 

It seems to me that 
this is the calibre of 
person Cardiff Airport 
management want if it 
is to be successful. 

There are 3.06 mil¬ 
lion people currently 
living in Wales with 
approximately, two mil¬ 


lion living in south 
Wales and within a one- 
hour drive to the airport 
at Rhoose. 

So, therefore, Rhoose 
Airport is well situated 
for Wales and Cardiff.

- CALL BY LOCAL BIRD LOVERS 


TWO local people 
in Barry have been 
in touch with The 
GEM to emphasise 
that local bird life 
must not be 
demonised. 

In recent months, 
readers have complained 
about seagulls ripping up 
sacks of litter, and in one 
case, a letter writer com¬ 
plained that a seagull 
had dived into her pond 
and flown off with a fish! 

However, Anne 
Gwilliam, who describes

herself as an “unbiased 
bird-loving Barrian” got 
in touch to respond to let¬ 
ter writers who had 
branded local birds “a 
nuisance” and says she is 
worried that an atmos¬ 
phere of intolerance 
might be developing. 

Anne explained: “First 
of all, it bears mentioning 
that the birds that nest 
and roost on and around 
the buildings in Barry are 
herring gulls, not seag¬ 
ulls. 


CCTV call 
for park 


RESIDENTS, who 
live near a popular 
local park in Barry, 
which was recently 
refurbished at a 
cost of £200,000, 
have called for 
CCTV surveillance. 

Independent council¬ 
lor Richard Berlin, who 
represents the Court 
Ward, is supporting calls 
made by residents for a 
camera to be installed at 
lolo Park on the 
Treharne estate. 

Coun Berlin said that 
people were concerned 
about late night drinking 
and noise. 

“I am fully supporting 
residents with this 


request for added com¬ 
munity safety. 

“There have been a 
few problems in the 
park of late which have 
been brought to my 
attention at both the 
local PACT and resi¬ 
dents’ meetings,” he said 
“I hope that the Vale 
Council will now sup¬ 
port the request for a 
camera and install one at 
the at the lolo Park site. 

“As evidence of prob¬ 
lems is required, I 
would urge residents to 
contact 101, if there are 
any incidents in or 
around the park. 

“The calls will then 
be logged.”

“An article in the 
RSPB autumn magazine 
states that herring gulls 
are on the UK list of 
threatened species due to 
‘widespread environ¬ 
mental damage’. 

“The herring gulls’ 
natural environment is 
being affected by the 
wasteful world we 
humans have created. 

“While this serious 
decline in a bird species 
may be music to the ears 
of a few disgruntled peo¬ 
ple who have problems 
with their neighbours and 
hate ‘sea rats’ - as one 
letter writer called them 
- we should remember 
that Barry is a seaside 
town with, surprise, sur¬ 
prise... seaside birds! 

“The majority of 
Barry residents like 
myself are probably not 
bothered by the herring 
gulls and accept them as 
part of nature, like all the 
other wildlife along the 
Heritage Coastline. 

“But it is sadly typical 
that a minority of intoler¬ 
ant people would like to 
pick and choose what 
types of birds they have 
living in their area. 

“I’d say to those peo¬ 
ple: ‘If you don't like sea 


birds then don't live by 
the seaside!”’ 

‘KICKED’ 

Theresa Branton of 
Rhoose, said she had 
been appalled recently to 
see a woman encourag¬ 
ing children in Barry to 
kick pigeons. 

“This took place in 
Holton Road. The 
woman was telling her 
children, or grandchil¬ 
dren, they could kick the 
pigeons. 

“We are all guilty of 
making these birds ‘ver¬ 
min’ by dropping food 
everywhere. 

“There shouldn’t be 
food in black bags, it 
should be going out with 
the recycling. 

“It’s the second time I 
have had to challenge 
someone for trying to 
kick a pigeon in Holton 
Road. I told a man off for 
doing the same thing.” 

Theresa insisted that if 
people followed the 
council’s procedure for 
recycling, a lot of the 
problems with local birds 
would be solved. 

The Vale Council 
advises people not to 
feed gulls or pigeons, 
because it can lead large 
numbers of birds to relo¬ 
cate from their natural 
habitat.

Five years ago, there 
was a successful cam¬ 
paign to keep the court 
open after it was threat¬ 
ened with closure 
because the Court 
Service saw it as a loca¬ 
tion that might be sur¬ 
plus to requirements - 
but last November, the 
axe fell once and for all. 

Now Newydd 

Housing Association has 
stepped in proposing a 
mixed use site of shops 
and flats. 

Paul Roberts, the 
chief executive of 
Newydd said: “We are 
very excited about the 
opportunities this new 
development will offer 
local people in terms of 
job creation, affordable 
homes as well as the 
regeneration of Barry. 

“We urge local people 
to voice their opinion so 
that we can modify plans 
accordingly.” 

Newydd say they 
would like to see 52 flats 
and 13,000 square feet 
dedicated to retail space. 
In the illustration 
released by the housing 
association, it imagines a 
restaurant being one of 
the tenants. 

Nick Frangoulis, who 
owns a shop on 
Thompson Street just a 
few yards from the site, 
and is also chairman of 
the local traders, said it 
was good something was 


happening at last 
because it wasn’t good to 
have a major building in 
the town lying idle. 

“Fll be popping my 
head round the door at 
the consultation event to 
see what’s planned. It is 
important it includes the 
right mix of uses - I’m 
pleased to see that part of 
it is for retail.” 

Mr Frangoulis said he 
hoped to find out more 
about the fine detail of 
the development at the 
consultation. 

The consultation takes 
place at the former court 
site on Wednesday, 
August 22 from Sam to 
10am, 12pm to 2pm and 
4pm to 7pm. 

There will be an 
opportunity to view 
detailed drawings and 
3D models of the pro¬ 
posals at the consultation 
event. 

Newydd anticipate 
putting a formal plan¬ 
ning application to the 
Vale Council in the 
autumn.

Johnson was fascinated 
by the stories she was 
told: “It was really inter¬ 


esting listening to the 
memories of the people 
we interviewed, includ¬ 
ing my grandmother, 
and we all learnt so 
much. 

“I am delighted that 
we were able to produce 
this document as a last¬ 
ing legacy of the 
Wartime Weekend,” 
added Dr Hicks, “and I 
would like to thank 
everyone who gave up 
their time to take part in 
this project. 


“Two of the people 
interviewed did not 
leave their names with 
the students, and if they 
would like to contact me 
at St Cyres School, I can 
add them to the booklet. 

“One was a lady from 
Barry whose father was 
a firewatcher and whose 
aunt lived in Church 
Road in Cadoxton. 

“The second was a 
lady from Penarth who 
remembered the barrage 
balloon in St Cyres Road 


and who went to 
Victoria School. We 
would very much like to 
hear from them so we 
can send them typed 
copies of their inter¬ 
views.” 

The booklet is avail¬ 
able for viewing in the 
reference section of the 
library and will provide 
an important permanent 
personal insight into the 
experiences of local peo¬ 
ple during WW2.

Robin Petterson and Jo Paskell 
were in the area and, having 
recognised that they were the 
nearest ambulance crew, Alison 
asked them to attend and trans¬ 
port the patient to the University 
Hospital of Wales, where he 
went on to make a full recovery.

She said 
that £5,000 needed to be 
raised in order to register 
themselves as a charity, 
and that fundraising 


would begin in due 
course. 

A meeting will take 
place today (August 16) 
at Cosmeston (12pm) 
with the Glamorgan and 
Gwent Archaeological 
Tmst, who originally 
carried out the archeo¬ 
logical work on the site, 
with a view to striking a 
partnership with them 
going forward in reno¬ 
vating the village. 

She also stressed that 
she wishes to contact the 
archeological team at 
Cardiff University, who 
currently handle work at 
the village, with a view 
to doing the same. 

Conn Gwyn John, 

Vale Council cabinet 
member for leisure, 
parks, culture and sports 
development, said: “The 
Medieval Village at 
Cosmeston Lakes 
Country Park is very 
much alive and kicking. 

“Senior parks man¬ 
agement, in partnership 
with Tracy Alexander 
and Valerie Poole, have 
been looking at ways to 
enhance the visitor expe¬ 


rience at this exciting 
heritage site. 

“The Glamorgan and 
Gwent Archaeological 
Trust will be meeting 
parks manager Steve 
Latham and Tracey 
Alexander to discuss fur¬ 
ther.

‘Smuggling weapons 
into Wales will 
lead to prosecution’ 


KNUCKLE dusters, extend¬ 
able steel batons, flick knives, 
ball bearing guns, throwing 
stars and a samurai sword are 
among items recently seized by 
Border Force officers from 
passengers at Cardiff Airport. 

So far this year, dozens of these 
firearms, knives and offensive 
weapons have been found in luggage 
offloaded from holiday flights. 

Many of the passengers have 
bought the items while on holiday 
believing that they are legal in the UK 
because they are on general sale in 
resorts in countries like Spain, Turkey 
and Bulgaria. 

With the busy summer holiday sea¬ 
son fully under way. Border Eorce is 
reminding travellers heading abroad to 


think carefully before bringing back 
holiday ‘souvenirs’. 

Carrying items that are banned or 
for which a licence or permit is need¬ 
ed is illegal. 

Officers will seize these items and 
people caught smuggling them could 
also face prosecution and imprison¬ 
ment. 

Alex Lawther, from Border Eorce in 
Wales, said: 

“Just because you can legally buy 
an item while on holiday abroad does 
not mean you can bring it back to the 
UK.” 

“If you are caught trying to smuggle 
dangerous weapons into the country, 
or simply unaware of the controls in 
place, these weapons will be detected 
and confiscated and you could face 
prosecution.

I ’M talking, of course, 
about effective 
broadband connec¬ 
tivity... As GEM readers 
will be aware, I have 
campaigned since my 
election for improvement 
to the broadband infra¬ 
structure and delivery 
across the Vale. 

Barry, Llantwit Major 
and Colwinston now have 
fibre-optic broadband and 
I’m continuing to make the 
case for Cowbridge and the 
rural Vale to benefit from a 
faster, better internet serv¬ 
ice. 

Poor connectivity 
remains an issue for many. 
It was good to hear last 
month that the Welsh 
Government has finally 
appointed BT as the con¬ 
tractor to implement the 
investment in broadband 
infrastructure across Wales, 
through funding by the UK 
Government. 

During 2011, the UK 
Government announced 
that it would provide £56m 
for investment in super-fast 
broadband across Wales. 

The ambitious project - 
which is the largest part¬ 
nership of its kind in the 
UK - will use public and 
private funds to deliver 
fibre broadband to parts of 
the country not covered by 
commercial plans. 

The Welsh Government 
has yet to announce which 
areas will benefit from the 
investment of the schedule 
for installation. All the

work from this project is to 
be completed by the end of 
2015. 

The project is the next 
phase in the delivery of the 
Welsh Government’s com¬ 
mitment to make high 
speed broadband available 
across the country. 

It will build on BT’s exist¬ 
ing investment, with the 
aim being that 96 per cent 
of Welsh homes and busi¬ 
nesses will have access to 
world class broadband 
speeds of up to 80Mbps by 
the end of 2015. 

In the meantime, there is 
another option for residents 
and businesses in the rural 
Vale to get connected or to 


improve their download 
and upload capacity. 

A Caerphilly-based firm 
has launched a new service 
in the Vale which relies on a 
completely wireless method 
of connecting to the inter¬ 
net. 

The Konek-T broadband 
service has successfully con¬ 
nected villagers from St 
Hilary, Sigingstone, St 
Mary Church and 
Llancarfan. 

The local internet solu¬ 
tion company provided Wi¬ 
Fi connectivity for stand- 
holders and visitors alike at 
last week’s National 
Eisteddfod in Llandow. 

The company has its wire¬ 
less equipment located on 
the Arqiva Communications 
Mast, adjacent to the A48 
near St Hilary - and for 
those living or working 
within seven miles of the 
mast, improved broadband 
connectivity should be pos¬ 
sible. 

If your internet download 
connection speed is regular¬ 
ly less than 2Mbs then you 
are considered to be located 
in a “slow-spot” and can 
qualify for a Welsh 
Government funding grant 
(residential and business) 
from the Broadband 
Support Scheme initiative,. 

This enables free installa¬ 
tion of any system that will 
improve your connection 
speed above the 2Mbs 
threshold.

THE Barry and 
Cadoxton Gardeners 
Association was offi¬ 
cially set up in January 
1986 to encourage gar¬ 
dening, and obtain for 
its members conces¬ 
sions on materials. 

It was based in a cor¬ 
rugated tin shed at 
Kenilworth Road, 
Cadoxton, and proved a 
popular source of advice 
and gardening materials 
for local allotment hold¬ 
ers and gardeners. 

A decline in member¬ 
ship, cheaper prices at 
garden centres, and 
advanced age, illness 
and death of its commit¬ 
tee members led to the 
association’s closure in 
2005. 

The association’s con¬ 
stitution stated that 
funds or profits should 
be applied to garden- 


related projects. Its last 
secretary, Cyril Wood, 
intended to donate the 
funds remaining on its 
closure to local chari¬ 
ties, including the Ty 
Hafan memorial garden. 

Unfortunately, he died 
before he was able to 
make the donation, and 
some time after his death 
his wife Alice and 
daughter Heather 
realised that the funds 
were still in the associa¬ 
tion ’s bank account.

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CAB WARNS ABOUT Hopes for lasting legacy

we knew they were in 
debt, and told us they had 
had a call from one of our 
advisers. 

“We made it very clear 
that no CAB adviser, or 
anyone connected with 
the CAB, would ever 
phone or text someone 
out of the blue. 

“We cannot stress this 
too strongly, and we 
would urge anyone get¬ 
ting a bogus call like this 
to end the call as quickly 
as possible, never give or 
confirm any personal 
information, and to 
report the call immedi¬ 
ately to Action Fraud and 
to the CAB. 

“This advice applies to 
any cold call or text that 
offers you a loan, help 
dealing with debt prob¬ 
lems, or claims to be 
from your bank - it is 
almost certainly a scam. 

“We also want to reas¬ 
sure anyone experiencing 
debt or money worries 
that we can help. 

“Our service is com¬ 
pletely free, confidential 
and independent, and we 
have many years of expe¬ 
rience and expertise in 
helping people get debt 
free and stay that way.”

On the evening of 
Wednesday, August 8, it 
was announced that Isaias 
Grandis was the winner of 
this year’s ‘Welsh Learner 
of the Year’ competition at 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
National Eisteddfod - dur¬ 
ing a special ceremony at 
the Bear Hotel, in 
Cowhridge. 

There were four on the short¬ 
list this year, but the adjudicators 
decided that Isaias deserved the 
accolade. 

Eisteddfod organiser, Hywel 
Wyn Edwards, said: “The stan¬ 
dard this year has been very high, 
and it’s been great to see so many 
people competing. It’s a clear 
indication of the importance of 


this competition as part of the 
National Eisteddfod.” 

Isaias spent his youth in 
Cordoba, before settling with his 
family in Trevelin, Chubut. 

He does not come from a 
Welsh background, but after mov¬ 
ing to Trevelin he became inter¬ 
ested in the ‘foreign’ language he 
heard spoken by his neighbours. 

He began to learn Welsh at the 
Welsh School in the Andes at the 
age of 15, obtaining a scholarship 
to come to Wales in 2006. 

He returned to Wales in 2009, 
where he attended an intensive 
Welsh language course at Cardiff 
University. He then returned to 
Patagonia, and worked as a Welsh 
language tutor at the Welsh 
school in the Andes, as a teacher 
in Ysgol y Eelin, as a Welsh his¬ 


tory teacher in the local second¬ 
ary school, and as a tourism 
teacher at the secondary school in 
Corcovado. 

He strives to promote the lan¬ 
guage in the community by 
attracting students, young and 
old, to the Welsh school. He 
hopes to increase the use of 
Welsh locally, and his main 
dream is to build a bilingual 
school (Welsh and Spanish) in 
Trevelin, similar to Ysgol yr 
Hendre in Trelew. 

The trophy was donated by 
Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Welsh for Adults 
Centre, Cardiff University, and 
the financial prize of £300 was 
given by the Gwynfor Fund,

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Dairy farming and showing cows 


S OUTH WALES has the perfect cli¬ 
mate for dairy farming. The 
warmth of the Gulf Stream encour¬ 
ages grass growth early in the spring 
and the regular summer rainfall - while 
not always welcomed by everyone - 
keeps the grass growing well into the 
autumn. 

Glamorganshire, in particular, has good quality 
fertile soils along the coast line and on the lower 
lying land. Farmers have been milking cows in 
our county for many generations in order to pro¬ 
vide the growing urban population with good qual¬ 
ity fresh local milk. 

In recent years numbers of farmers milking 
cows in Glamorgan has reduced dramatically, but 
there are still some excellent farms keeping the 
milk flowing. 

A dairy farmer’s working day is a very long day 
indeed, with morning milking often well under 
way by 6am and evening milking finishing by 
7pm, and that’s on a good day when nothing goes 


wrong and there is no other task such as silage 
making, harvesting or drilling seed to be done! 

As dairy farmers, we love our cows dearly. We 
become very attached to them as we spend so 
much time working alongside them. With pedigree 
breeders, like ourselves at Tytanglwyst Farm, the 
animals we milk today are all descendants of the 
cows our grandfathers were milking many years 
ago. The rich heritage of working with the same 
families of cows on the same land as our parents 
and grandparents before us means a great deal and 
something we take great pride in. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Show is a highlight in 
the calendar for all farmers in the region, and for 
many of us a chance to showcase the best of our 
livestock. Showing your cows is great fun but 
there is a huge amount of work required in 
advance of the big day. 

Preparations start about three to four weeks 
before hand, with X-factor style auditions to see 
which cows will make it through to be chosen to 
go to the show! 

My father and I will debate and finally decide 
which cows we think are the best on our farm and 


then we need to halter train them. 

Halter training is like a battle of will between 
the farmer and the cow; the vast majority of cows 
like to be made a fuss of and are only too happy to 
be paraded around in front of the rest of the herd. 
However, you will always get a stubborn individ¬ 
ual who thinks she is taking the farmer for a walk! 
With a modern Holstein weighing up to 750kg 
(three quarters of a tonne), it’s not always that easy 
to educate the cow that she is going to be led 
where you wish her to go! 

Lots of washing, grooming and clipping of the 
best behaved cows then follows and your elite 
group are transported to the show for final pamper¬ 
ing early in the morning before the judging com¬ 
mences. A day of banter and friendly competition 
amongst neighbours and friends follows, with 
everyone ending up in the member’s tent for some 
well-earned refreshments at the end of a great day. 

The cows, of course, are also fed and watered 
and taken home to be milked at the end of a great 
day out - hopefully with some rosettes!

A bout a 

decade ago, 
the Fonmon 
Estate was 
approached by the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Agricultural 
Society to see if it 
would be possible 
to hold their annual 
show at Fonmon 
Castle. 

I was both flattered 
and delighted to help, 
firstly because the previ¬ 
ous showground at 
Cowbridge had been 
held on my maternal 
grandfather’s land, and 
second because of the 
history and high reputa¬ 


tion of the society. 

Bought as a Knight’s 
Fee early in the 12th 
century, the Fonmon 
Estate has always been 
at core a rural and agri¬ 
cultural concern. The 
main field where the 
show takes place was 
known as the ‘Lord’s 
Desmesne’ - and still 
has the remnants of the 
medieval strip farming 
system, in the form of 
shallow ridges every 
five and a half yards 
{fhat length being for¬ 
merly known as a rod, a 
pole or a perch, four of 
which make up a cricket 
pitch). 

We also have a long 
history of entering com¬ 


petitions held by the 
society, holding a medal 
for the ‘Best One Acre 
of Roots’ from 1792. 

Today, every element 
of the estate has to work 
for its living, and the 
castle, as well as being 
open to the public on 
certain days throughout 
the summer, hosts a 
wide variety of activities 
from weddings to pri¬ 
vate and corporate 
events, or being a film 
location. 

This year for the very 
first time, under the 
stewardship of my 
daughter Aliki, who is 
now taking over the run¬ 
ning of Fonmon, we will 
have a Fonmon stand

The project, which is using the working title ‘Ty 
Cadog’, is aimed at acquiring a building in the cen¬ 
tre of Barry, the largest town in the county, that 
could provide a range of opportunities for the pub¬ 
lic to use their Welsh in informal situations, such as 
a cafe or a bookshop. 

The idea was inspired by the campaign launched 
in the Eisteddfod last year to establish the old Saith 
Seren pub in Wrexham as a Welsh language centre. 

That was successful, and the centre is now flour¬ 
ishing. 

Spokesman Tim Pearce told The GEM that a 
recent report by researchers at Swansea University 
had urged the establishment of a network of such 
Welsh language centres throughout Wales. 

The launch at the Eisteddfod was addressed by 
Heini Gruffudd, one of the authors of the report, and 
Kay Holder, winner of the 2011 ‘Learner of the

Year’ award - and a resident of Penarth in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

Kay said: “We are very keen on seeing a legacy 
left by the Eisteddfod in the Vale, building on the 
increasing interest in the language since the festival 
was announced a year ago.” 

Said Heini: “It cannot be denied that the chal¬ 
lenge of establishing a network of Welsh language 
centres is huge, especially in a society which is 
tending, in general, towards a retreat into the home 
in order to receive its entertainment. 

“It is a challenge which must be tackled in order 
to ensure that those adults who succeed in speaking 
Welsh can use their new found linguistic ability to 
create new Welsh speaking communities. 

“Also, we must provide opportunities to socialise 
in the Welsh language to the increasing number of 
young people who have been educated through the 
medium of Welsh, but who are unable to use it out¬ 
side of the school corridors.” 

The supporters of Ty Cadog expect eventually to 
sell shares in the project to the public in the same 
way that finance was raised for Saith Seren in 
Wrexham. 

During the launch, a date and venue were agreed 
for a public meeting to form a steering committee. 

The meeting will take place on September 13 at 
6pm in the Mount Sorrel Hotel, Barry. All who are 
in favour of the establishment of such a centre are 
welcome to attend.

Fairtrade required for

IN our civilised Western society, the prin¬ 
ciple and practice of purchasing 
Fairtrade goods, commonly coffee, cocoa 
and bananas from developing countries, 
is nothing new. 

The principle is that under Eairtrade, the produc¬ 
er is guaranteed a price that will cover costs of pro¬ 
duction and allow for living expenses and reinvest¬ 
ment into a business. 

How sad it is that in the UK, the recent NEU 
coalition-led support for the UK dairy industry is 
pleading with milk processors and supermarkets to 
apply Eairtrade in the price that they pay farmers 
for milk. 

The recent announcements in early July by the 
majority of the major supermarkets and processors 
that they were going to reduce the price paid to 
farmers by a further 2p per litre was the final straw

for many family dairy farms. This meant that for 
many, the August 1 price paid to farmers of less 
than 14p per pint is way below the costs of produc¬ 
tion. Not the best way to run an essential food pro¬ 
duction business, when you get less for the product 
than it costs you to produce. 

Since the UK Dairy Summit meeting in 
Westminster on July 11, some suppliers and super¬ 
markets have indicated that they will reverse the 
price drop. Pressure is still needed from all con¬ 
sumers, pressure groups and politicians to ensure 
that the dairy industry in the UK is protected in a 
fair an appropriate manner. 

The NEU calls for a contractual code of best 
practice, ensuring that milk purchase contracts are 
fair and equitable to both buyer and seller. 

The remains of dairy farming in the Vale are now 
centred around some 18 herds, with some of the 
producers facing uncertain futures. 

If you value the milk that we pour on our cereal 
each morning, and wish to show your support for 
dairy farmers, then join the SOS Dairy Campaign 
via Facebook or Twitter, challenge the general man¬ 
ager of your local supermarket the next time you 
see a heavily discounted promotion on milk, or half 
price cheese. 

Finally, what better way of showing your real 
support for the Vale dairy industry than attending 
the Vale of Glamorgan Show next Wednesday, 
August 22, visiting the cattle section to see all the 
wonderful dairy animals being exhibited, and tak¬ 
ing the opportunity to talk milk and dairy farming 
with the farmers themselves?

The Eisteddfod’s 
‘welcome for all’ is 
more than words 


THE National Eisteddfod’s 
visit to the Vale for the first 
time in 44 years enjoyed blaz¬ 
ing sunshine and huge crowds 
towards the end of the week. 

On Friday and Saturday, the wet 
conditions and mud of earlier days 
were forgotten, and thousands of peo¬ 
ple basked in the warm weather, enjoy¬ 
ing the live performances of the 
choirs, browsing the innumerable stalls 
housing businesses, organisations and 
charities which operate through Wales. 

The National Eisteddfod constantly 
emphasizes that it wants to encourage 
English speaking people to experience 
the cultural event, and the perception 
of people the GEM spoke to was that it 
had passed that awkward hurdle - a 
festival that prides itself on its love for 
the Welsh language while still welcom¬ 
ing those with little knowledge of it. 

John Rees and his wife Sian, both 
English speakers, decided at the last 
minute to make a trip up the M4 from 
Swansea. 

John explained: “We saw that the 
weather was good and because the 
Eisteddfod isn’t that close that often, 
decided to come up. 

“Although, we don’t speak Welsh, it 
doesn’t stop us enjoying the entertain¬ 
ment and choirs, and there are lots of 
stalls to browse around. ” 

John said that although there was a 
suggestion that more money might be 
found for the National Eisteddfod if it 
broadened its appeal, he wouldn’t like 
to see a dilution in its present content. 
“It is about Welsh culture - that’s what 
people want to see. ” 

His wife Sian said the outing had 
been a success. “We’ve enjoyed the 
day. The stewards were helpjul and one 
directed us in English when he realised 
we didn’t speak Welsh.” 

Julian Rosser, an English speaking 
Welshman, who lives locally said: 
“Fm here working on the Oxfam stand 


and Fve found everybody very friendly. 
Sunday was wet and horrible, but it’s 
great now the sunshine has arrived.” 

And what is the most appealing part 
of the festival for him? “Fm looking 
forward to listening to the choir com¬ 
petition.” 

Julian’s English friend, Tamsin 
Wallbank, has lived in Cardiff for a 
decade, and said that making that little 
effort to use her limited Welsh phrases 
was appreciated. 

She explained: “Knowing a few 
words helps. ‘Please ’ and ‘thank you ’ 
do go a long way. Although I don’t 
speak Welsh, I have understood the 
odd word here and there as Fve gone 
round.” 

Alun Erancis, who was also visiting 
from Cardiff, said it was the first time 
he’d visited the Eisteddod and was 
interested in learning Welsh. 

“I visited a marquee which gave a 
lot of information about courses peo¬ 
ple can take. 

“An evening course would suit me 
best. I was interested to see there are 
Apps being produced which give 
instant translations which might 
encourage learners like me.” 

One person did make the point that 
signs in English as well as Welsh 
would be appreciated. 

On Eriday, the Eirst Minister 
Carwyn Jones was honoured for serv¬ 
ices to the Welsh nation when he 
entered the Gorsedd of the Bards as an 
honorary druid, alongside former 
Welsh footballer John Hartson and 
opera singer Wynne Evans. 

The National Eisteddfod had the 
tricky challenge of having to compete 
with the final week of the Olympics this 
year, and if it returns to the Vale in 
another 44 years, organisers will hope 
lightning doesn’t strike twice with 
Britain getting the Olympics again!

Community spirit to the 
fore at Barry Town on 
great fundraising day 


THE independent 
and non-profit mak¬ 
ing Barry Town sup¬ 
porters’ committee 
rolled back the years 
last week, welcoming 
a crowd of around 
2,000 people to 
Jenner Park for a 
wonderful celebra¬ 
tion of football in the 
town. 

Their fundraising 
game, between Barry 
Town and a Cardiff City 
XI, marked the biggest 
gathering for a football 
match in Barry since the 
Dragons famously 
slayed the giants of FC 
Porto in August 2001. 

After a decade of

As the Vale Council 
set to work on the stands 
and field of play, local 
painters Wardles refur¬ 
bished the dugouts, fans 
purchased new corner 
flags and broadcasters 
BRO Radio turned up to 
assist with the tannoy. 

The ‘make do and 
mend’ community spirit 
carried through to the 
day of the match, where 
volunteers worked to 
ensure that BTSC’s e- 
ticket entry system ran 
smoothly, and council 
workers manned a 
makeshift fundraising 
car park. 

With refreshment 
stalls and merchandise 
vendors returning to the 
ground for the first time 
in years, the BTSC’s 
proudly traditional pro¬ 
gramme sold out well 
before kick-off - while 
younger supporters 
turned the gantry awash 
with colour, covering it 
in a cavalcade of flags. 

Youth was a theme of 
the evening, with the 
new Vale Girls FC enter¬ 
taining the crowd with 
their skills at half-time, 
and a parade of eager 
mascots turning out in 
their ‘Keep Calm and 
Barry On’ t-shirts. 

However, it was with 
a nod to the past that 
Chesterfield’s team 
chose to play in the tra¬ 
ditional, green ‘Linnets’ 
colours, as worn by their 
predecessors for some 
80 years. 

While the Cardiff side 
bore an experimental 
look, Malky Mackay’s 
promise of a strong side 
was honoured -with a 
wealth of upcoming and 


established international 
talent on show. 

The Bluebirds, in 
what might prove their 
final match on Welsh 
soil in those colours, 
gave a start to 6ft Sins 
Belgian goalkeeper 
Guillame Hubert, for¬ 
merly of Standard Liege. 

Second generation 
star Theo Wharton, a 
Cardiff debutant at West 
Bromwich Albion in last 
season’s FA Cup, also 
played the full 90 min¬ 
utes. 

Pride of show for the 
visitors, however, were 
the accomplished duo of 
Israeli international 

Dekel Keinan and 
Wales’ international 
Darcy Blake. 

CHALLENGE 

It was Cardiff captain 
Blake who caused the 
first commotion of note, 
shortly after exchanging 
pennants with his Barry 
counterpart Dan Clare. 
Whipping in a cross 
from the right, Blake’s 
teasing ball met the head 
of Frenchman Kevin 
Sainte-Luce; only to be 
gathered up easily by 
Barry goalkeeper 

Brendan Cropley. 

Cropley, deputising 
for the long-serving Dan 
Bradley, would have an 
eventful night - yet his 
own credentials, as 
understudy for Bryan 
Gunn at Norwich City 
among others, meant he 
was more than up to the 
challenge. 

After exchanging a 
neat one-two with 
Wales’ under-19 cap 
Tommy O’Sullivan, the 
explosive Sainte-Luce 
would outfox Barry’s 
own international Atif 
Bashir between goal and 
corner flag - only for his 
deftly-guided shot to 
float agonisingly past 
Cropley’s far post. 

The industrious 
Nickie Jones of Barry 
tried to turn things 
around, but gave the ball 
away on the halfway 
line, to be picked up by 
Cardiff’s promising for¬ 
ward Jesse Darko. 
Darko’s long and mazy 
run was then interrupted 
by Town captain Clare, 
who put the ball out of 
play for a corner around 
the ten-minute mark. 

Unfortunately for 
Barry, this would lead to 
the opener 
O’Sullivan’s corner was 
met at the backpost by 
Keinan, and his down¬ 
ward header was enough 
to beat Cropley. 

Undeterred, Barry 
kept playing football. 
On 17 minutes, the 
sprightly James Saddler 
collected the ball and 
began a run of his own, 
threading it through to 
constant threat Josh Bell 
- only for Cardiff to 
clear. 

The ball then dropped 
to Pakistan regular 
Bashir 25 yards out, who 
smartly teed up and 
unleashed a tremendous 


goalbound strike 

towards the top left- 
hand corner, spectacu¬ 
larly saved by goalkeep¬ 
er Hubert. 

Cardiff threatened on 
the flanks, and almost 
delighted their support¬ 
ers with a spectacular 
second. Triallist Omar 
Lawson delivered the 
cross, setting up Sainte- 
Luce, who leaped into 
the air and delivered an 
acrobatic scissors kick. 

Unfortunately for the 
Bluebirds, the 

Frenchman missed the 
target, but his effort 
drew applause from a 
Cardiff following, large¬ 
ly drowned out by the 
vocal and enthusiastic 
Barry Town fanbase. 

Switching the attack 
from right wing to left, 
Keinan tested Cropley 
with a curling effort that 
was clawed out, before 
ricocheting off the cross¬ 
bar to safety. Clare’s 
eventual clearance was 
intercepted by Blake, 
but the Welsh star’s low 
shot barely tested 
Cropley. 

On a counter attack, 
Cardiff centre-back Ben 
Nugent was outmuscled 
by TJ Nagi in the centre 
of the pitch, gifting 
Barry a man advantage 
approaching the penalty 
area. Nagi set-up hotshot 
Christian Doidge, but 
the ball did not run kind¬ 
ly and pressure from a 
backtracking Keinan 
was enough to distract 
the Town forward, who 
shot wide. 

At the other end, the 
classy Keinan should 
have doubled his goal 
tally with a header from 
O’Sullivan’s cross, 
while former Newport 
County man Nathaniel 
Jarvis’ header skimmed 
off Cropley's post 
moments later. Barry 
were quick to clear and 
headed in for the interval 
just a goal behind. 
STARLET 

In the end, the result 
was settled in Cardiff’s 
favour by a key substitu¬ 
tion. 

Former Wales’ youth 
starlet Declan John, who 
replaced Oshilaj, chased 
a lost cause to the corner 
and pulled back a cross 
to Darko - whose point- 
blank effort was 
superbly stopped by 
Cropley. 

Unfortunately, the 
clearance from promis¬ 
ing full-back Lee 
Baldock was knocked 
back into the danger 
zone, and Sainte-Luce 
smashed home at an 
exposed Cropley’s near 
post. 

While Robert 

Earnshaw had not made 
the short trip to Barry, 
Sainte-Luce was quick 
to indulge the crowd 
with some acrobatic cel¬ 
ebrations of his own, 
and cartwheeled into a 
backflip as the Barry 
players despaired. 

Ten minutes into the 


second half, Darcy 
Blake tried to etch his 
name on the scoresheet, 
attempting to catch 
Cropley out from dis¬ 
tance, Wt his effort flew 
wide. Blake’s made way 
for ex-Manchester City 
youngster Conor 

Morrissey shortly after¬ 
wards. 

Trying to give the 
lively home fans some¬ 
thing extra to cheer, a 
quickly-taken free-kick 
by Barry’s Nickie Jones 
gave Josh Bell the space 
and time to jig around 
two Bluebirds’ defend¬ 
ers - but his shot from 
distance was well held 
by the solid and tower¬ 
ing Hubert. Dan Clare’s 
header 10 minutes later 
would be similarly 
thwarted. 

Cardiff meanwhile 
almost had the ball in the 
net for a third time when 
the big man Nugent 
fouled Cropley from a 
comer - an infringement 
quickly spotted by the 
excellent referee 

Richard Harrington. 

Barry almost found 
themselves back in it, 
when Jones intercepted 
a pass and put Doidge 
clean through on goal. 
However, nerves 

seemed to impede the 
prolific marksman, and 
Hubert closed him down 
just enough to make the 
save. 

As the game neared 
its close, veteran Damon 
Searle, on as a substitute 
for Barry against his for¬ 
mer club, went agonis¬ 
ingly close to scoring 
what would have been a 
hugely popular header - 
the ex-Bluebird and cur¬ 
rent Town assistant 
coach meeting the apex 
of a perfect in-swinging 
comer. 

However, Barry 
would not be denied 
their moment in the sun, 
and when it came it 
proved to be the most 
skilful and well-worked 
goal of the night. 

A long ball over the 
top from the skilful 
Baldock saw Doidge 
impeded by Nugent, giv¬ 
ing Barry a free-kick 
some 25 yards from 
goal. What followed was 
a perfect training ground 
manoeuvre. 

Town substitute Dale 
Howarth ran over the 
ball, causing the distrac¬ 
tion. Nickie Jones rolled 
it backwards with the 


base of his foot, into the 
path of Josh Bell, who 
fired a precise and pow¬ 
erful effort through the 
mass of green players, 
into the bottom left hand 
comer. 

The final stages saw 
the Town press for a 
coveted equaliser; their 
eleven, now featuring 
the returning Geraint 
Goodridge and debutant 
Paul Morgan, pressed 
for an elusive second. 
Sadly, it was not to be. 

However, the Barry 
Town supporters com¬ 
mittee will be delighted 
with the success of the 
evening; the turnout, 
their players’ heart and 
endeavour, the commu¬ 
nity’s rousing support 
and the well-wishes of 
the many new friends 
made.

FIAT RETAINS ITS 
ICONIC HERITAGE 


T here are 
three afford¬ 
able iconic 
cars that are still 
being manufactured 
today. 

The VW Beetle, 
which was first launched 
in 1938, the Mini, which 
came 21 years later and 
the Fiat 500, introduced 
two years earlier. 

Like its siblings, the 
modem day Fiat 500 is 
an iconic little number 
that harks back to its 
ancestor, which went out 
of service in 1975. 
Launched in 2008 the 
second generation model 
pleasingly stays tme to 
the original and there is 
an inviting ‘retro feel’ 
throughout as you can 
see by watching the 
video at testdrives.biz. 

The speedometer is 
very similar as are the 
door handles. There is a 
successful marriage of 
classic design with mod¬ 
ern technology that 
includes air conditioning, 
electric windows and 
wing mirrors together 
with a useful engine 
start/stop function. 

Sometimes traffic 
queues can be an irritat¬ 
ingly long crawl and cars 
fitted with start/stop end 
up using more fuel, in 
my experience, and so it 
is helpful to be able to 
turn this function off, if 
required. 

The original Fiat 500 
was fitted with a tiddly 
little 479cc engine in the

rear but today’s model 
has a more capable front 
mounted 1.2-litre return¬ 
ing 55mpg. The 35 litre 
fuel tank does mean 
more refuelling over 
long journeys. 

Without a doubt a city 
car, its diminutive size 
makes it simple to park 
in tight spaces and the 
five-speed gearbox is 
precise and enjoyable to 
use. On longer motor¬ 
way journeys it does suf¬ 
fer from buffeting in 
strong winds and prefers 
the straight to hills, 
stmggling in parts and 
requiring at least one 
gear change if not two. 

Overall though, it’s an 
enjoyable driver’s car 
with supportive and 
comfy chequered seats, 
which give a sporty feel. 
A stitched cream leather 
steering wheel and 
leather topped gearstick 
compliment the exterior 
finish of the test car. The 
panoramic glass roof 
with sunblind is a nice 
feature.
